( swerving and uncompromising search 
for truth he died as he had lived, with- 
out reconciliation 
with the church, 


his dying words breathing sympathy 
for afflicted humanity: 


"Many millions in the world ar« *uf- 


ferlng; why are you concerned 
for 


me?" 


Only the physician* wer* pr*f«nt in 


thr room at the thr* of hi* death, 
the members of hi* family. Including 
his wife, having been admitted p/e- 
viously, Tolstoi was then unoun»dou* 
•nd never revived.

Members of the clergy In the last 


day* mad* preeslng attempts to gain 
entrance to the sick room with a view 
of inducing him to return to the arm* 
of the church, but the doctor* reputed 
th*_* on the ground that their patiiat 
was too ill to receive them.
